SEATTLE (AP) — The hemp 
ind ustry still hasworkahead 
to win legalstatusforhemp- 
derived cannabidiol, or 
CBD oil, as an ingredient 
in food or dietary supple¬ 
ments despite the big farm 
bill President Donald Trump 
signed this week designat¬ 
ing hemp asan agricultural 
crop. 

CBD oils have become in¬ 
creasingly popular in lo¬ 
tions, tinctures and foods, 
but their legal status has 
been murky and the Food 
and Drug Administration 
has sent warning letters to 
some companies making 
health claims for CBD. 

In a statement following 
Thursday's bill signing in 
Washington, FDA Commis¬ 
sioner Scott Gottlieb restat¬ 
ed hisagency'sstanee that 
CBD is a drug ingredient 
and therefore illega I to add 
to food or health products 
without approval from his 
agency. 

"Selling unapproved prod¬ 
ucts with unsubstantiated 
therapeutic claims is not 
only a violation of the law, 
but also can put patients 
at risk, as these products 
have not been proven to 


be safe or effective," Got¬ 
tlieb wrote. 

CBD is a non-psycho active 
compound found in hemp, 
a version of the cannabis 
plant that is low in THC, the 


part of cannabis that gives 
pot its high. 

An FDA-approved drug for 
the treatment of seizures, 
Epidiolex, contains can¬ 
nabis-derived CBD. GW 


Pharmaceuticals'syrup be¬ 
came the first prescription 
drug derived from the can¬ 
nabis pla nt in J une. 

The FDA statement also 
specified parts of hemp 


that are safe asfood ingre¬ 
dients, but the CBD stance 
disappointed advocates 
Courtney Moran, a lobbyist 
for Oregon hemp farmers, 
said she pla ns to work with 
U.S. Sen. Ron Wyden, an Or¬ 
egon Democrat, to nudge 
the FDA toward greater 
acceptance of CBD. 

'We do hope the FDA does 
clear a pathway for these 
products that have already 
hit store shelves and are 
out in the marketplace," 
Moran said. She said it's an 
"opportunity for industry to 
educate the FDA." 

The FDA statement said 
three ingredients derived 
from hemp — hulled hemp 
seeds, hemp seed protein 
and hemp seed oil — are 
safe as foods and won't re¬ 
quire additional approvals, 
aslong asmarketersdo not 
make c la imsthat they treat 
disease. 

Hemp, like marijuana, al¬ 
ready was legal in some 
states before Trump signed 
the fa no bill. But now hemp 
farmers will be able to buy 
crop insurance, apply for 
loans and grants, and write 
off their business expenses 
on their taxes like any other 
farmer.Q

Senators who'd gleefully 
left town earlier this week 
thinking their year's work 
wasdone flew glumly back 
forvotesthey hoped would 
keep agencies from shut¬ 
tering at 12:01 a.m. Satur¬ 
day. The usually laconic 
Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., left 
a meeting with GOP sena¬ 
tors to eagerly show report- 
ersa button that said,'Sen¬ 
ate Cranky Coalition." 
Virtually all senators, Mc¬ 
Connell said, "are a part of 
this coalition. Yeah, almost 
unanimous agreement." 
None traveled further for 
more fleeting gratification 
than Democratic Sen. Brian 
Schatz, who flew home to 
Hawaii, treated his Twitter 
followers to a selfie cap¬ 
turing part of his 17 min¬ 
utes with his family, then 
zoomed back to Washing¬ 
ton. 

'Wheelsdown IAD ready to 
vote no on this stupid wall," 
he tweeted at dawn as his 
plane landed at Dulles In¬ 
ternational Airport outside 
Washington. 

Another senator, Republi¬ 
can Mike Rounds, said he'd 
been home in South Da¬ 
kota forfour hours Thursday 
when he learned he'd need 
to head back to Washing¬ 
ton. He wasamong several 
senators from both parties 
who said they left Washing¬ 
ton after being given the 
impression that the House 
would approve a Senate- 
passed bill keeping govern¬ 
ment open and thatTrump 
would sign it. 

'We figured they would 
have a battle, show that 
they were nothappy about 
itbutwould move forward," 
Rounds said. 

House members were also 
in town Friday and law¬ 
makers did not know when 
they'd be able to leave for 
Christmas and New Year's 
Day. As if symbolizing the 
Capitol's dampened holi¬ 
day spirit, a worker was 
seen hauling away a 
Christmas tree, wrapped in 
plastic, in a blue recycling 
dumpster. 

Friday afternoon, top ad¬ 
ministration officials met 
in the Capitol meeting 
with congressional leaders 
in hopes of resolving the 
standoff.

than four hours. Ihe House 
alternated between long 
recesses and votes on mi¬ 
nor bills, including one re¬ 
naming the Hobe Sound 
National Wildlife Refuge in 
Florida as the Nathaniel P. 
Reed Hobe Sound National 
Wildlife Refuge. 

In this latest version of Con¬ 
gress' increasingly frequent 
shutdown showdowns, 
the sore spot was Trump's 
demand for $5 billion in 
taxpayer money to start 
building a border wall he's 
repeatedly said Mexico 
would finance. 

Aware of polls showing the 
wall and a shutdown over 
it a re widely disliked except 
by loyal Trump supporters, 
Democrats had little rea¬ 
son to assent. A bill bearing 
those funds that would also 
keep agencies functioning 
into February was stalled. 
Senate Minority Leader 
Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y., 
wrapped the shutdown 
standoff together with the 
plunging stock market, 
Trump's abrupt pullout of 
U.S. troops from Syria and 
the sudden resignation of 
Defense SecretaryJ im Mat- 
tis 

'This may have been the 
most chaotic week of 
what's undoubtedly the 
most chaotic presidency 
ever in the history of the 
United States," Schumer 
said. 

Trump took ownership of 
the shutdown last week, 
proclaiming on live televi¬ 
sion that he'd be "proud"to 
close the government over 
hisdemandsforthe wall. 
But most congressional Re¬ 
publicans wanted to avoid 
a shutdown in the final days 
of theirtwo-yea rloc kon the 
White House and Congress. 
They were relieved ear¬ 
lier this week when Trump 
seemed to signal he'd sign 
a bill temporarily keeping 
government afloat without 
any wall money. 

But after the Senate ap¬ 
proved just such a bill, 
conservative pundits and 
hard-right House mem¬ 
bers rebelled. Trump re¬ 
versed himself again and 
demanded the wall funds 
and threatened, 'We're 
totally prepared fora very 
long shutdown." 

That caused disgust, dis¬ 
sension and dismay among 
many on Capitol Hill. And 
that wasjust Republicans. 
'This is like a juvenile," said 


Sen. Bob Corker, R-Tenn., a 
frequent Trump critic who 
is retiring. "And the reason 
we're here again, is we 
have a couple of talk radio 
hoststhatgetthe president 
spun up." 

"I've never seen somebody 
more scared of their base 
than the president," said 
Rep. Ryan Costello, R-Pa., 
another Trump detractor 
who chose to not seek re- 
election. 

Top Senate Republicans 


journeyed to the White 
House Friday to figure out 
their next move. One GOP 
senator who didn't attend 
but spoke to some who did 
said the session left Trump's 
formula for success — well, 
a bit murky. 

"Mostly nuclear option and 
the shutdown'sacceptable 
to him would be the two 
takeaway points, I think," 
said Sen. Roy Blunt, R-Mo. 
"And the wall matters and it 
will be beautiful when built. 


So there were three take¬ 
away points." The nuclear 
option, by the way, is short¬ 
hand for changing rules in 
the narrowly divided Sen¬ 
ate so Democrats couldn't 
kill legislation by forcing a 
bill to get 60votesto pass.

WASHINGTON (AP) — j us¬ 
tice Ruth Bader Ginsbung 
had surgery Friday to re¬ 
move two malignant 
growths in her left lung, 
the third time the Supreme 
Court's oldest justice has 
been treated for cancer 
since 1999. 

Doctors found "no evi¬ 
dence of any remaining 
disease" and scans taken 
before the surgery showed 
no cancerous growths 
elsewhere in her body, the 
court said in a statement . 
No additional treatment is 
currently planned, it said. 
The 85-year-old Ginsburg 
is the leader of the court's 
liberal wing. She has 
achieved an iconic status 
rare for Supreme Court jus¬ 
tices, and is known as the 
Notorious RBG to some of 
her most ardent fans In 
recent days, Ginsburg has 
basked in the warm ap¬ 
plause of audiences that 
turned out for screenings 


of a new feature film about 
her life. 

Her health is closely 
watched by liberals and 
conservatives alike. If she 
were to step down now, 
President Donald Trump 
would choose herreplace- 
ment, and further shift the 
Supreme Court in a more 


conservative direction. 

Ihe growths were found in¬ 
cidentally during testsGins- 
burg had after she frac¬ 
tured ribs in a fall in her Su¬ 
preme Court office on Nov. 
7, the court said. 

Doctors at Memorial Sloan 
Kettering Cancer Center 
in New York performed a 


procedure called a pulmo¬ 
nary lobectomy on Gins¬ 
burg. The growths they re¬ 
moved were determined 
to be ma lig na nt in a n initia I 
pathology evaluation, the 
court said, citing Ginsburg's 
thoracic surgeon, Dr. Val¬ 
erie W. Rusch. 

Ginsburg is expected to 
remain in the hospital fora 
few days, the court said. 

"If she doesn't need any¬ 
thing but the surgery, it is 
a very good sign," said Dr. 
J ohn Lazar, director of tho¬ 
racic robotic surgery at 
MedStar Washington Hos¬ 
pital Center. 

It's not uncommon to see 
slow-growing lung cancers 
in women in their 80s, and 
they tend to respond well 
to surgery and go on to die 
of something unrelated, he 
said. 

'This is just luck" that the 
growths were found 
through those rib X-rays 
because accidentally dis¬ 
covered lung tumors tend 
to be eariy-stage when 


surgery works best, said Dr. 
Giuseppe Giaccone, an 
oncologist at Georgetown 
University's Lombardi Com¬ 
prehensive CancerCenter. 
While doctors will have to 
see the final pathology re¬ 
port to know exactly what 
kind of tumors Ginsburg 
had and how aggressive 
they were, her previous 
bouts with cancer were so 
long ago they're unlikely to 
be related, Giaccone said. 
Both doctors said patients 
typically spend three or 
four days in the hospital af- 
terthistype of operation. 

It was unclear whether 
Ginsburg would be back 
on bench when the court 
next meets on J an. 7. She 
has never missed Supreme 
Court arguments in more 
than 25yearsasa justice.

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Ha nee accused of killing Colorado woman missing for month

DENVER(AP) — The fiance 
of a Colorado woman who 
has been missing since 
Thanksgiving Day was ar¬ 
rested Friday on allegations 
of killing the mother of his 
child, and police said she 
likely died at herhouse in a 
mountain town. 

But authorities declined 
to say whether they had 
found the body of Kelsey 
Berreth, 29, what led to the 
arrest of Patrick Michael 
Fra zee and what motive 
there might be forBerreth's 
disappearance and slay¬ 
ing. 

Fra zee, 32, was a nested 
at his home in the alpine 
town of Florissant on suspi¬ 
cion of murder and solici¬ 
tation of murder, said Miles 
de Young, chief of police 
in neighboring Woodland 
Park, where Berreth lived. 
"As you can tell from the 
arrest, sadly, we do not be¬ 
lieve that Kelsey is still a live," 
De Young said. 

Authorities also declined 
to elaborate on the solici¬ 
tation of murder charge, 
how they believe Berreth 
was killed or other aspects 
of the investigation, which 
spa ns several states and in¬ 
volves the FBI. 

Fra zee was appointed a 
public defender, Adam 
Steigerwald, at a court 
hearing Friday, but the at¬ 
torney didn't immediately 
return a phone message 
seeking comment. J eremy 
Loew, a private lawyerwho 
had represented him, pre¬ 
viously said Frazee cooper¬ 
ated with investigators and 
provided DNA samples. 
Police have said Frazee 
was the last person to see 
Berreth alive. The couple 
shared a baby daughter 
but didn't live together. Her 
mother has said financial 
struggles delayed them 
from moving in together 
but that her daughter was 
excited to get married. 

The disappearance of the 
young pilot mystified fam¬ 
ily and friends and led to 
a social media push for 
information on her where¬ 
abouts. 

Berreth was last seen at 
a grocery store near her 
home. Surveillance video 
showed her walking in on 


Thanksgiving Day with what 
appears to be the couple's 
daughterina baby carrier. 
Frazee had told police that 
they met that afternoon so 
he could pickup the child. 
De Young said the girl is in 
protective custody and will 
be turned over to Beneth's 
fa mily. 

Authorities searched 
Frazee's cattle ranch and 
Beneth's townhome but 
declined to say what they 
found. De Young did say 
evidence suggests 'the 
crime" occurred at Ber- 
reth's home and that her 
cellphone was found in 
Idaho. Investigators were 
working to recover the 
phone, which is an impor¬ 
tant clue. 

Police said the only signs of 
Berreth after Thanksgiving 
were some text messages 
and that location data 
suggested the phone by 
Nov. 25 wasnearGooding, 
Idaho, 800 miles(1,290 kilo¬ 
meters) from herhouse. 

Her mother, Cheryl, lives in 
Laclede, Idaho, 580 miles 
(930 kilometers) north of 
Gooding, but police have 
not explained whether 
that has any significance in 
where the cellphone was 
discovered. 

Police started looking for 
Kelsey Berreth on Dec. 2 at 
her mother's request. 
Investigators who went to 
Beneth's house found cin¬ 
namon rolls in the kitchen 
and both of her cars out¬ 
side. De Young said the 
company where Berreth 
worked as a flight instruc¬ 
tor, Doss Aviation, had ac¬ 
counted forall their planes 
and that police had no 
reason to believe she used 
someone else'splane. 
Cheryl Berreth told NBC 
News that her daughter's 
relationship with Frazee 
had been good and lov¬ 
ing. She said the couple 
had weathered some fi¬ 
nancial struggles Frazee 
runs a cattle ranch, and 
pricesforthe industry have 
been poor, delaying their 
plans to find a house to¬ 
gether, Cheryl Berreth said. 
'They had plans that 
haven't worked out as 
they would have liked. But 
they've dealt with that and 
they've made things work 
regard less," she said.Q

MINNEAPOUS (AP) — Chi¬ 
nese billionaire Richard Uu 
will not face charges over 
a rape accusation by a 
C hinese woma n studying in 
Minnesota because pros¬ 
ecutors said Friday they 
could not prove hisguilt be¬ 
yond a reasonable doubt. 
Uu, founder of the Beijing- 
based e-commerce site 
J D.com, wasamested Aug. 
31 in Minneapolis on sus¬ 
picion of felony rape and 
released within hours. He 
returned to China. 
Prosecutors said that "pro¬ 
found evidentiary prob¬ 
lems" would have made 
it "highly unlikely" that any 
charge could have been 
proven beyond a reason¬ 
able doubt. 

In a statement, Hennepin 


County Attorney Mike Free¬ 
man said that as prosecu¬ 
tors reviewed surveillance 
video, text messages, po¬ 
lice body camera video 
and witness statements, 
"it became clear that we 
could not meet our burden 
of proof and, therefore, we 
could not bring charges." 
After the prosecutor's de¬ 
cision was announced, Uu 
issued a statement on his 
Chinese social media ac¬ 
count saying, 'This proves I 
broke no law." 

"My interactions with this 
woman, however, have 
hurt my family greatly, es¬ 
pecially my wife. I feel 
deep regret and remorse 
and I hope she can ac¬ 
cept my sincere apology. I 
will continue to try in every 
possible way to repair the 
impact on my family and 
to fulfill my responsibility as 


a husband," Uu said in his 
statement, which JD.com 
shared in a translation he 
provided. 

He said he did not respond 
to comments on the inter¬ 
net while the investigation 
was ongoing to avoid inter¬ 
fering with police and pros¬ 
ecutors. 

Uu was in Minneapolis in 
August fora weeklong resi- 
dencyaspartofthe Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota's doctor 
of business administration 
China program. The four- 
year program in the univer¬ 
sity's management school 
is geared toward high-level 
executives in China and is 
a partnership withTsinghua 
University School of Eco- 
nomicsand Management. 
Jill Brisbois, an attorney for 
Uu, said his attorneys wel¬ 
come the prosecutor's de¬ 
cision. 

'Thisconfirmsourstrong be¬ 
lief from the very beginning 
that my client is innocent," 
Brisbois said in a statement. 
He said Uu was a nested 
"based on a false claim," 
and that the investigation, 
"with which he fully cooper¬ 
ated," vindicates him. 

"Even though the prosecu¬ 
tor determined no criminal 
charges were warranted, 
Mr. Uu's reputation has 
been damaged like any¬ 
one falsely accused of a 
crime," Brisbois said. 

Wil Florin, an attorney for 
the woman, said prosecu¬ 
tors never spoke to her 
before deciding not to 
charge Uu. 

Florin said prosecutors nev¬ 
er asked to meet with the 
woman, a Chinese citizen 
studying at the University 
of Minnesota on a student 


visa, and neverasked hera 
question. 

"Instead, they waited 4 
months until late Friday be¬ 
fore the Christmas holiday 
and issued a pressrelease 
without even giving her 
the common courtesy of 
a meeting to advise her of 
their intentions," Florin said. 
Minneapolis Police Depart¬ 
ment spokesman John 
Elder said, however, that 
police had spoken with 
the woman "a number of 
times" 

The woman has not been 
publicly identified. She is still 
enrolled at the university, 
Florin said. 

On the night of the alleged 
attack, Uu and other ex¬ 
ecutives went to Origami, 
a Japanese restaurant in 
Minneapolis The woman 
went to the dinner as a 
volunteer, Florin said. She 
felt coerced to drink asthe 
powerful men toasted her, 
he said. 

Text messages reviewed 
by The Associated Press 
and portions of the wom¬ 
an's interviews with police 
show the woman claims 
Uu dragged her into a ve¬ 
hicle and made advances, 
despite her protests The 
woman texted a friend: "I 
begged him don't. But he 
didn't listen." She said he 
raped her at her apart¬ 
ment. 

Uu, known in Chinese asUu 
Qiangdong, is a prominent 
member of the Chinese 
tech elite , with a fortune 
of $7.5 billion. He is part of 
a generation of entrepre¬ 
neurs who have created 
China's internet, e-com¬ 
merce, mobile phone and 
other technology industries 


since the late 1990s The 
son of peasants, Uu built a 
Beijing electronicsshop into 
JD.com, China's biggest 
online direct retailer, selling 
everything from clothes to 
toys to fresh vegetables. 

He has continued to lead 
the company since his ar¬ 
rest. 

The announcement on Uu 
comes at a time of height¬ 
ened tensions between the 
U.S. and China overtrade 
and the arrest of another 
prominent Chinese tech 
executive. 

China reacted angrily af¬ 
ter Canadian authorities, 
at the behest of the U.S., 
arrested Huawei Technolo¬ 
gies' Chief Financial Officer 
Meng Wanzhou in Vancou- 
veron Dec. 1. 

The U.S. reportedly wants 
her extradited to face al¬ 
legations the company 
evaded U.S. sanctions on 
Iran. Huawei is China's first 
global tech competitor, 
making it politically impor¬ 
tant to a ruling Communist 
Party, But the U.S. govern¬ 
ment believes that doing 
business with Huawei is a 
national security risk. 

On the same day the 
Huawei executive was ar¬ 
rested, President Donald 
Trump and Chinese Presi¬ 
dent XiJ inping agreed to a 
90-day truce in their trade 
war while officials try to 
negotiate an agreement. 
China retaliated against 
U.S. imports such as soy- 
beansafterTrump imposed 
tariffs on billions of dollars 
in Chinese goods. The dis¬ 
pute has roiled stock mar¬ 
kets and raised concern 
thatitcould hurt the global 
economy.q

Audrey Geisel, widow and 
promoter of Dr. Seuss* dies

LOS ANGELES (AP) — As Dr. 

Seuss neared the end of his 
life, the children's author 
told his wife that she would 
have to look after the Cat 
in the Hat, the Lorax, the 
G lineh a nd a II the beloved 
characters he created. 

It was a mission Audrey 
Geisel embraced for more 
than a quarter-century. As 
overseer of Dr. Seuss 1 pro¬ 
lific and lucrative literary 
estate, she carefully guard¬ 
ed the whimsical works of 
the writer and illustrator less 
known as Iheodor Geisel 
and expanded the Seuss 
legacy. She promoted a 
highly profitable multime¬ 
dia brand, from booksand 
films to theme park rides 
and the Broadway show 
"Seussical." 

Audrey Geisel, 97, died 
Wednesday at herhome in 
the La Jolla section of San 
Diego, Random House Chil¬ 
dren's Books announced. 
Geisel, who founded Dr. 
Seuss Enterprises, said she 
took to heart the responsi¬ 
bility her husband left her 
when he died in 1991. 


'You keep a firm control as 
if they rea lly were your c hil- 
dren," Geisel told Ihe Asso¬ 
ciated Press in 1998. "I don't 
want the Cat in a bad part 
of town, so to speak."

And, oh, the places she 
went with it. 

More than 10 million Dr. 
Seuss books sell each year 
and new worksare coming 
out, such as la st spring's "Dr. 
Seuss's First 100 words," ac¬ 
cording to Random House. 
The 2000 live-action film 
version of "How the Grinch 
Stole Christmas," starring 
Jim Carrey, was a box- 
office smash. But Audrey 
Geisel and critics despised 
the 2003 live-action adap¬ 
tation of 'The Cat in the 
Hat" that starred Mike My¬ 
ers of "Austin Powers" fa me. 
"I neversaw 'Austin Powers,' 
but I knew 'Yeah, baby!' 
and I didn't want 'Yeah, 
baby!' at all," she told the 
AP in 2004. 


Geisel is credited as ex¬ 
ecutive producer of the 
animated film 'The Grinch," 
which was released last 
month and tapped Bene¬ 
dict Cumberbatch to voice 
the title character. 

A poll of favorite holiday 
song sand films or television 
conducted by AP-NORC 
earlier this month put 'The 
Grinch" just behind "It's a 
Wonderful Life." It didn't 
specify if it was the Carrey 
version or the animated 
1966 classic produced by 
ChuckJonesand narrated 
by Boris Karloff. 

Geisel was a Chicago na¬ 
tive and former nursing stu¬ 
dent at Indiana University. 
She and Theodor Geisel, 
who was 17 years older, 
were both married to other 
people when they began 
an affair in the 1960s. His 
first wife, Helen, killed her¬ 
self. 

Audrey Geisel sent the two

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Dancing FBI agent who 
shot man at Denver 
bar pleads guilty 


DENVER (AP) — A dancing 
FBI agentwho accidentally 
shot a man in the leg after 
doing a backflip at a Den¬ 
ver bar will avoid jail time 
after pleading guilty Friday 
to third-degree assault. 
Chase Bishop, 30, struck a 
plea deal with prosecu¬ 
tors and was sentenced to 
two yearsof probation, The 
Denver Post reported . He 
also must pay more than 
$1,600 in fines and court 
costs. 

Footage of the June 2 
shooting at Mile High Spirits 
and Distillery shows Bishop 
dancing in the middle of 
a circle of people before 
doing the backflip. The gun 
falls to the ground mid-flip 
and discharges as Bishop 
picks it up. The agent then 
puts the gun into a waist¬ 
band holster and walks 
away with hishandsup. 

"My whole goal in life is to 
care, protect and serve 
people," Bishop said in 
court Friday. "I never ex¬ 
pected the result of my ac¬ 
tions to lead to something 
like this" 

He pleaded not guilty in 
November to second-de¬ 
gree assault, which carries 
a penalty of up to 16 years 
in prison. 

Bishop, who will serve his 
probation in Georgia, was 
in Denver on FBI business 
and was off-duty at the 
time of the shooting. FBI 
spokeswoman Kelsey Pi-

etranton declined to say if 
he would continue to work 
atthe agency. 

The man who was shot, 
Tom Reddington, 24, spoke

The Dutch group "Let'sBring 
Them Here" wants to pick 
up 150 migrants and drive 
them to the Netherlands. 
Organizers, who say they 
have writtento GreekPrime 
M iniste r A lexis Tsip ra s a sking 
him to help, concede their 
chances of success are 
slim. Ihey won't bring back 
any migrants unless Greek 
a uthorities let them. 

"It's Christmas, so let's be¬ 
lieve in miracles,"said Rikko 
Voorberg, who helped or¬ 
ganize the convoy. 

The group suffered an ear¬ 
ly setback when the bus 
broke down not long after 
setting off.The organization 
tweeted that it was driving 


to a garage for repairs be¬ 
fore continuing its journey. 
According to the Greek 
government, more than 
14,500 migrants are stuck 
on islands in the eastern 
Aegean Sea, where offi¬ 
cial camps and other ac¬ 


commodations have room 
for under 9,000. Conditions 
at the camps have been 
heavily criticized by aid 
groups 

The Dutch government 
says it has contributed to 
an EU program of relocat¬ 


ing migrants from Greece 
and Italy and is warning 
that any attempt to bring 
some of them to the Neth¬ 
erlands could be seen as 
people smuggling. 

"Illegal transport of people 
without a right of residence 


would amount to smug¬ 
gling and is punishable," 
Migration Minister Mark 
Harbers told Ihe Associ¬ 
ated Press. "Not only in the 
Netherlands, but a Iso in the 
countries" the group has to 
drive through. 

Voorberg stressed that 
his group isn't planning to 
smuggle anybody and will 
only bring back migrants if 
they are granted papers 
by Greece. About 25 cars 
and the bus left the cen¬ 
tra I Dutc h c ity of Utrec ht o n 
Friday, hoping to arrive in 
Athens by Dec. 24. 

Ihe action is the latest ex¬ 
ample of Dutch citizens 
coming to the aid of mi¬ 
grants. 

At home, a rotating cast of

Canadian judge denies Omar Kha dr eased bail conditions

EDMONTON, Alberta (AP) 

— A Canadian judge 
on Friday denied former 
Guantanamo Bay detain¬ 
ee Omar Kha dr's request 
for relaxed bail conditions 
and a Canadian passport. 
Justice June Ross ruled 
there's no evidence of 
hardship or conditions that 
are needlessly onerous. 

The Canadian-born Kha dr 
was 15 when he was cap¬ 
tured by U.S. troops after 


a firefight at a suspected 
al-Qaida compound in 
Afghanistan that resulted 
in the death of U.S. Army 
Sgt. First Class Christopher 
Speer. Kha dr was suspect¬ 
ed of throwing the gre¬ 
nade that killed Speer. 

He pleaded guilty in 2010to 
chargesthatincluded mur¬ 
der and was sentenced 
to eight years plus the de¬ 
cade he had alreadyspent 
in custody at the American 
prison. 


He returned to Canada 
from Guantanamo Bay 
two yearslaterto serve the 
remainder of his sentence 
and was released in May 
2015 pending an appeal 
of his guilty plea, which he 
said was made under du¬ 
ress. 

Kha dr's lawyer had argued 
that it wasn't fair that his cli¬ 
ent's life remains restricted 
by a stalled U.S. court pro¬ 
cess that has no end in 
sight. 


Kha dr, who is now 32, 
wanted unsupervised con¬ 
versations with hissisterand 
a Canadian passport so 
that he could make a pil¬ 
grimage to Mecca in Saudi 
Arabia. 

Kha dr also wanted to be 
able to travel to Toronto 
without the approval of 
his ba il supervisor to visit his 
family more easily and to 
make court appearances 
related to a civil lawsuit he 
faces Khadrdoesnotknow 


how long his bail conditions 
are in effect. 

He was paid $8 million by 
Canada's government last 
year under a court ruling 
that his rights were violated 
while he was locked up at 
Guantanamo. 

News of the multimillion- 
dollar payout to Khadr, 
whose case received in¬ 
ternational attention after 
some dubbed him a child 
soldier, angered many who

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End ofaneia: Germany closes its last black coal mine

BERLIN (AP) — Straining to 
hold ba c k tears, their one e- 
white helmets and overalls 
smeared with dust, seven 
miners in Germany stepped 
out of a metal cage Friday 
bearing the last piece of 
black coal hauled up from 
1,000 meters (3,280 feet) 
below. 

Ihe ceremony marked the 
end of an industry that laid 
the foundations for Ger¬ 
many's industrial revolution 
and its post-war economic 
recovery. 

"The men at the Prosper- 
Haniel mine symbolically 
handed the football-sized 
lump of coal to German 
President Fra nk-Wa Iter 
Steinmeier with the words 
"GlueckAuf." "The ancient 
miners' greeting roughly 
translates as "good luck," 
reflecting the uncertainty 
of a life spent prospecting 
deep underground. 

"A piece of German history 
is coming to an end here," 
Steinmeier told the miners. 
"Without it, our entire coun¬ 
try and its development 
over the past 200 years 
would have been unthink¬ 
able." 

Ihe Pnosper-Haniel mine in 
the western city of Bottrop 
and another colliery in Ib- 
benbueren, 100 kilometers 
(62 miles) to the north, were 
the last remnants of an in¬ 
dustry that once dominat¬ 
ed the region, employing 
half a million people at its 
peak in the 1950s Togeth¬ 
er, they helped feed the 
Ruhr valley's hungry steel 
mills until imports of c hea p- 
er, foreign coal made Ger¬ 
many's "black gold" lose its 
sheen. 

For decades, the mines sur¬ 
vived only thanks to gener¬ 
ous subsidies. But in 2007, 
a political decision was 
made to phase them out, 
with a promise of early re¬ 
tirement or retraining for 


their remaining workers. 
According to government 
figures, Germany's coal 
mining industry received 
more than 40 billion euros 
($46 billion) in federal funds 
since 1998 and is slated to 
getanother2.7 billion euros 
through 2022. Some of the 
money is needed to deal 
with mine maintenance 
and environmental clean¬ 
up efforts that include pre¬ 
venting parts of the Ruhr 
region from slowly sinking 
as myriad tunnels give way 
overtime. 

Further vast sums have 
been spent supporting 
economic redevelopment 
in the region, which has 
seen a growth in universi¬ 
ties, research facilities and 
ITstart-upsin recent years. 
Steinmeier urged the min¬ 
ers and their loved ones to 
look to the future, but also 
to take pride in a culture of 
hospitality and openness. 
Ihe Ruhr region became 
a melting pot with the ar¬ 
rival since the 19th century 
of successive waves of im¬ 
migrants, from Poland, Italy 
and Turkey, in search of 
well-paid work down the 
mines 

The end of deep-shaft min¬ 
ing is seen as a test for the 
planned closure of open¬ 
cast lignite, or brown coal, 
mines that still operate in 
Germany. 

Germany still generates al¬ 
most two-fifths of its elec¬ 
tricity from burning coal, 
a situation that scientists 
say can't continue if Ger¬ 
many wants to reduce its 
greenhouse gas emissions. 
Lignite is considered even 
dirtier than black coal but 
remains relatively cheap to 
extract, even in Germany. 
More than 400 coal mining 
regions around the world 
will face similar pressures 
to shut down in the com¬ 
ing decades amid interna¬ 
tional efforts to curb global 
warming. 


Some in Germany fear that 
other sources of energy — 
chiefly renewables — may 
not be sufficient to power 
an industrial nation, espe¬ 
cially as the country also 
plans to shut down its nu¬ 
clear p la ntsby 2022. 

A government-appointed 
panel is due to deliver a 
report in February laying 
out proposals for the grad¬ 
ual phasing out of lignite

Hiscousin, Mohammed Ab- 


basi, told The Associated 
Press that he, Qasim, and 
a friend were driving out of 
the Palestinian city of Ra¬ 
ma llah when an Israeli sol- 
diertold them the road was 
closed. Abbasi said when 
they tried to make a U-tum, 
a soldier fired at their car, 
shattering the rear window 


and striking Qasim in the 
back. 

Abbasi said he and his 
friend, who was driving, 
were not injured. He said 
they were released after 
being interrogated by po¬ 
lice. 

The West Bank saw a spike 
in violence last week after 
a pair of deadly shootings 
targeting Israeli soldiers 
and settlers. The army has 
arrested scores of Hamas 
activists as it ratchets up its 
manhunt for a Palestinian 
a ssa ila nt. 

Meanwhile in Gaza, health 
officials said that Israeli 
gunfire killed a 16-year-old 
Palestinian during a weekly 
protest in east Gaza City 
nearthe Israeli border. 
Mohammed Jahjouh was 
shot in the neck, Gaza's 
health ministry said, add¬ 
ing that 70 other protesters 
were wounded. 

In the evening, the ministry 
announced that two more 
Palestinians, aged 28 and 
40, died of wounds they 
sustained eariierin the day. 
It said they were shot by Is¬ 
raeli live fire. 

Since March, thousands of 
Pa lestinia ns have protested 
along the perimeter fence 
separating the Hamas- 
controlled Gaza Strip from 
Israel. The demonstrations 
have been staged by the 
territory's Hamas rulers 
against a crippling Israeli- 
Egyptian blockade.

— Indonesia finalized the 
transfer of majority control 
overa giantgold and Cop¬ 
permine from U.S. compa¬ 
ny Freeport-McMoRan, the 
government said Friday, in 
a long-awaited deal that 
boosts the president's re- 
election campaign. 

The Phoenix, Arizona- 
based Freeport McMoRan 
Copper & Gold Inc. ini¬ 
tially owned about 90 per¬ 
cent of the Grasberg mine 
since it began operating 
in Indonesia's easternmost 
province of Papua in 1973. 
"The rest has been owned 
by the Indonesian govern¬ 
ment. 

'Today is a historic mo¬ 
ment," President Joko 
'Jokowi" Widodo told a 


news conference at the 
presidential palace in the 
capital, Jakarta, attend¬ 
ed by related ministers of 
his cabinet and Freeport- 
McMoRan chief executive 
Richard Adkerson. 

"We will use this major¬ 


ity ownership entirely for 
people's prosperity. Our in¬ 
come in tax, revenues and 
royalties will be bigger and 
better,"Widodo said. 

"The landmark deal worth 
$3.85 billion to take over 
a 51.2 percent stake in PT 


Freeport Indonesia from 
the U.S. company was pa id 
by state-owned PTInalum 
mining company after en¬ 
vironmental and smelting 
issueswere settled, Widodo 
said. 

The two sides had been 
on a collision course since 
a presidential regulation in 
2012 imposed a limit of 49 
percent on foreign owner¬ 
ship of companies issued 
new mining licenses For¬ 
eign investors with owner¬ 
ship greater than 49 per¬ 
cent were required to sell 
shares to state-owned en¬ 
terprises or privately owned 
Indonesian companies. 

The mine in Papua, where 
a separatist movement sim¬ 
mers, has been the target 
of protestsby Papua nswho 
resent the region's mineral 


wealth being exploited by 
the U.S. and Indonesia. 
Widodo said people in 
Papua will also get 10 per¬ 
cent of ownership and re¬ 
gional taxesas well. 

Apart from reduced own¬ 
ership, Adkerson said the 
new permit given to Free¬ 
port Indonesia, which is 
valid until 2031, would give 
the company clarity over 
its operation in the country 
up to 2041 asthe company 
could apply for a 10-year 
extension within five years 
before it expires. 

He also said that Freeport 
agreed to convert its origi¬ 
nal agreement signed with 
the government of former 
dictator Suharto in 1991 to 
a new mining license. The 
original agreement expires 
in 2021.Q 


India, C hina disc ussenhanc ing academic exc hanges, tourism

foreign ministers of India 
and China on Friday dis¬ 
cussed steps to deepen 
ties through academic ex¬ 
changes and tourism even 
as they vie for influence 
with theirsmallerneighbors.

Delhi took up enhancing 
cooperation in tourism, 
art, film, media, culture, 
yoga, sports, academic 
and youth exchanges, ac¬ 
cording to a tweet from 
India's External Affairs Min¬ 
istry spokesman Raveesh 
Kumar. 

"As our relations are deep¬ 
ening and ourregionaland 
international role evolv¬

'Asian Century," Swaraj 
said in a message ahead 
of a meeting of the Indian 
Council of World Affairs 
and the Chinese Academy 
of Social Sciences. 

Wang attended the inau¬ 
gural meeting of a forum 
that is part of a cultural ex¬ 
change program set up by 
the two countries in April. 

A seriesof recent India-Chi¬ 
na meetings have eased 
tensions along their con¬ 
tested border after last 
year's 10-week standoff 
in the neighboring state 
of Bhutan. The countries 
fought a bonderwarin 1962 
overa disputed border. 
Swaraj said Friday the 
armies of the two coun¬ 


tries were making efforts to 
strengthen contacts to pro¬ 
mote peace and tranquil¬ 
ity in the borclerareas. 

New Delhi has been keenly 
watching China's moves 
to build strategic and 
economic ties with Indian 
Ocean nations including

Mexico's willingness to ac¬ 
cept U.S. asylum seekers 
while their applications 
are processed appears 
to be yet another sign of 
the blooming honeymoon 
between leftist President 
Andres Manuel Lopez Ob- 
rador and President Don¬ 
ald Trump, though it is also 
causing concern among 
officials in Mexican border 
cities already struggling 
to deal with thousands of 
Central American migrants 
Mexico could have simply 
refused, as it historically 
has, to accept the return 
of non-Mexicans. But this 
week's announcement of 
$10.6 billion in U.S. develop¬ 
ment aid and the personal 
relationship between the 
two presidents appeared 
to smooth the path. It is 
the same relationship that 
helped resolve stalled ne¬ 
gotiations on Mexico's free 
trade agreement with the 
United States and Canada. 
"Right now it's a honey¬ 
moon, in part because 
even though one is on the 
left and the othe r is mo re to 
the right, they have things 
in common — protection¬ 
ism, the anti-establishment 
thing, each one's nation¬ 
alism," said Jose Antonio 
Crespo, a political analyst 
at Mexico'sCenterfor Eco¬ 
nomic Research and Train¬ 
ing. 

Crespo noted Trump was 
getting along better with 


Lopez Obrador than with 
his conservative predeces¬ 
sor, Enrique Pena Nieto. 
"Up to now it's been a hon¬ 
eymoon, who knows how 
long it will last." 

Mexico, meanwhile, is 
struggling to say how it will 
house and protect what 
could become tens of 
thousandsof Central Amer- 
ican migrants who might 
wind up in its cities along 
the border with the United 
States It isc lea rly not ready 
to she Iter so many. 

Tonatiuh Guillen, the head 
Mexico's immigration agen¬ 
cy, said, "In the short term, 
the National Immigration 
Institute does not have the 
organizational capacity to 


operate this kind of pro¬ 
gram ... the current legisla¬ 
tion also doesn't help us." 
Mexico is already host¬ 
ing thousands of Central 
Americans who arrived as 
part of a migrant caravan 
in November. 

Those migrants were dis¬ 
mayed by Thursday's an¬ 
nouncement. 

'This is bad, because every 
country has its sovereignty, 
it doesn't have to depend 
on another country," said 
Luis Miguel Conde, a Gua¬ 
temalan who travelled to Ti¬ 
juana with his wife and two 
children to request asylum 
in the U.S. "When you apply 
for asylum in Mexico, they 
don't send you to Guate¬ 


mala to wait. You wait for 
your application within the 
country's territory." 

Tijuana is currently the most 
popular crossing point for 
asylum seekers waiting to 
submit claims in the United 
States, but the border city 
isalready weary of housing 
over 7,000 migrants who ar¬ 
rived in the caravan in No¬ 
vember. 

The city's police staged a 
raid before dawn Thursday 
to cleardozensof migrants 
who had resisted moving 
to a she Iter farther from the 
border and camped out 
on a downtown street a 
few blocks from the border. 
Riot police loaded about 
120 people onto buses to 


take them to the Barretal 
shelter, located about 14 
miles (22 kilometers) from 
the SanYsidro bordercross¬ 
ing. Officers arrested two 
dozen who refused to relo¬ 
cate. 

'We did have to detain 
24 people who refused to 
leave the street, and we 
found some who were do¬ 
ing illegal drugs," Police 
Chief Marco Sotomayor 
said. 

Cesar Palencia, director of 
migrant affairs for the city 
government, reacted with 
surprise to Thursday's an¬ 
nouncement by the feder¬ 
al government on housing 
asylum seekers. 

"How would it be done? 
For how long? How many 
people? We don't know 
what the strategy or the 
plan is, nor have any stud¬ 
ies been done," Palencia 
told The Associated Press. 
'We respect the federal 
government's decision, but 
we would ask that it be ac¬ 
companied by personnel, 
funding and a strategy." 
The assistant legal counsel 
for Mexico's foreign rela¬ 
tions department, Alejan¬ 
dro Celorio, said that there 
will not be any detention 
centers for migrants 'They 
will not be detained," he 
said. 

But Celorio did not say 
whether shelters, like the 
former Barretal concert 
venue in Tijuana, would be 
built, expanded or made 
more permanent — and 
whose money would be 
used to pay for such shel¬ 
ters 

The only strategy Mexico's 
federal government has 
launched so far is a TV and 
radio "campaign against 
xenophobia" announced 
Thursday to combat suspi¬ 
cion and dislike of migrants 
"Migrants are not a threat, 
this is not an invasion," said 
Alexandra Haas, the head 
of Mexico's anti-discrimina¬ 
tion agency.

Los Angeles Dodgers had 
a surplus of outfielders. 
With one attention-getting 
deal, they reshaped their 
roster in hopes of another 
pennant run. 

The reigning NL champi¬ 
ons shook up their lineup 
on Friday, trading Yasiel 
Puig, Matt Kemp and left¬ 
hander Alex Wood along 
with cash to the Cincinnati 
Redsfora pairof prospects 
as part of a seven-player 
deal. The Reds included 
starter Homer Bailey in the 
swap, a way of freeing 
them from the $28 million 
owed him in the final year 
of his contract. Bailey didn't 
fit into the Reds' pitching 
plans, so they wanted to 
include him in a deal if pos¬ 
sible. The Dodgers plan to 
release him. 

"It was to grant him his re¬ 
lease, more of fitting into 
the overall construct of 
the deal," said Andrew 
Friedman, the Dodgers' 
president of baseball oper¬ 
ations. The Dodgers get mi¬ 
nor leaguer infielder Jeter 
Downs and right-hander 
Josiah Gray. The Reds got 
catcher Kyle Farmer for 
depth at the position. 

"I think if you look back 
over last few years, a hall¬ 
mark of our teams has 
been depth on our roster," 
Friedman said. "This put us 
in position with a surplus in 
the outfield and pitching. 
A big focus was to figure 
out moves on those fronts 
that made sense."

The Ravens are 4-1 under 
rookie QB Lamar J ackson, 
and lead the NFL in total 
defense (290.2 yards per 
game) and fewest points 
allowed (18.1).

'You've got 
to handle your own busi¬ 
ness"

by a rookie. Barkley is tied 
with former Colts star Edg- 
errin James for second- 
most games with 100 yards 
from scrimmage by an NFL 
rookie (12).

Before that, Jermell 
Chario will fight Tony Harri¬ 
son in defense of the WBC 
su p e r we Ite rw e ig ht title. 

The 28-year-old brothers 
plan to put on a show. 

"Me and my brother are 
both hungry," J ermall said. 
'We wa nt the fa ns a nd ev- 
eryone to know that we're 
the best in the world. Soon¬ 
er or later the rest of the 
world will know it." 

Added Jermell: "Now that 
we're here, me and my 
brother have big opportu¬ 
nities. We can't drop the 
ball. This is important to us 
and we're going to take 
advantage of it. It's only 
right that me and my broth¬ 
er close out this year." 

But can they close out their 
opponents? 

Jermall (27-0, 21-0 knock¬ 
outs) has had to make a 
major adjustment after 
Monroe tested positive for 
a banned substance and 


was kicked off the card. Ko¬ 
robov (28-1, 14 knockouts) 
wason the undercard and 
now makes a huge step 
up into the main event.

Breaking up (with Facebook) is hard to do: Here's how

NEW YORK (AP) — Every 
relationship has a break¬ 
ing point. Even yours with 
Facebook. 

There's a way out, though 
the social network will try to 
win you backwith promises 
to do better. Maybe even 
flowers. 

Forsome users, though, the 
past two years of privacy 
scandals, election ma¬ 
nipulation by Russian trolls, 
executive apologies and 
even the political disagree¬ 
ments with friend sand rela¬ 
tives have become too 
much. The latest: an alarm¬ 
ing New York Times report 
detailing the massive trove 
of user data that the com¬ 
pany has shared with such 
companiesasApple, Netf- 
lixand Amazon. 

A growing number of peo¬ 
ple say they are deleting 
Facebook, or at least con¬ 
sidering it. 

While Facebook has tried 
to address some of these 
problems, it's not enough 
for some users. Hard as it 
might seem to quit, espe¬ 
cially for those entwined 
with it for years, it can be 
done. 

Mostly. 

GOODBYE FOREVER 

Before deleting your ac¬ 
count, rescue your posts 
and photos. Facebook lets 
you download the data 
you've shared with Face- 
book since you joined. This 
includes your posts and 
photos, as well as the "ac¬ 
tivity log" — the history of 
everything you've done 
on Facebook, such as likes 
and comments on posts, 
use of appsand searches 
The download also includes

your profile, messages, list 
of friends and ads you've 
clicked on. 

Thisprocessshould give you 
a good — perhapsscary— 
idea ofwhatFacebookhas 
on you. 

What you won't get are 
photos other people 
shared with you, even if 
you've been tagged. You 
need to save those indi¬ 
vidually. And some stuff 
will remain, including what 
others have posted about 
you, your chats with others 
and yourpostsin Facebook 
groups (though your name 
will be grayed out). To de¬ 
lete all this, you'll need to 
sift through your "activ¬ 
ity log," accessible through 
your profile page, and de¬ 
lete each item individually. 
Once you've saved every¬ 
thing and gone through 
your activity log, sign in 


one last time. Go to http:// 
bit.ly/ 198wloI and click on 
the blue button. Facebook 
saysthe processcould take 
a few days. Your delete re¬ 
quest will be cancelled if 
you log back in during this 
time. Facebook says it may 
take up to 90 days for all 
the data associated with 
youraccountto be wiped, 
but you can't change your 
mind afterthe first few days 
are up. 

If you used your Facebook 
account for third-party 
appsand sites, you'll need 
new usernames and pass- 
wordsforeach. 

TRIAL SEPARATION 
If you're not quite ready 
fora divorce, deactivating 
your account is an option. 
To do this, go to your ac¬ 
count settings 
Deactivating means other 
people won't be able to 


see your profile, but if you 
log backin, the whole thing 
is canceled and you are 
"active" again. Ditto if you 
log into an outside app or 
site using your Facebook 
account. 

FOMO (FEAR OF MISSING 
ODD 

Depending on whetheryou 
were a full-time Facebook 
addict or an occasional 
lurker, the psychological 
separation could prove 
harder or easier than the 
physical one. Facebook 
has become a one-stop 
shopforso manythings You 
can keep up with friends 
and family, find out about 
orcreate local events, buy 
and sell stuff, keep up with 
the news, raise money for 
a cause or join groups of 
like-minded people such 
as parents, porch garden¬ 
ers and people with a rare 


disease. 

There are other places to 
do many of these things 
Th e re's Eve ntb rite fo r 
events, Letgo for buying 
and selling stuff, Pea nut for 
moms to connect, Meetup 
to find and meet like-mind¬ 
ed people, GoFundMe for 
raising money and Twit¬ 
ter, or, gasp, your local 
newspaper's website for 
the news The difference 
is there's no single other 
place to do all these things, 
and your friends might not 
be there. 

If you find your mind wan¬ 
dering back to Facebook 
as you go through your 
day, thinking how you 
might craft a post about a 
thought you've just had or 
an article you came across, 
it's OK.

Fa c ebook purges more Mya nma ra c c ourrtsformisrepieseritation 


BANGKOK (AP) — Face- 
book has announced its 
third and biggest purge 
of military-linked accounts 
in Myanmar, where critics 
have charged that the so¬ 
cial network did too little to 
block inflammatory mate¬ 
rial that fueled communal 
hatred and violence, par¬ 
ticularly against the coun¬ 
try's Muslim Rohingya mi¬ 
nority. 

The social media giant said 


in a statement Wednes¬ 
day that it had removed 
425 Facebook pages, 17 
groups and 135 accounts 
in Myanmar for engaging 
in "coordinated inauthentic 
behavior," meaning they 
misrepresented who was 
running the provocative 
accounts It also removed 
15 Instagram accounts 
Some 700,000 Rohingya 
fled their homes in western 
Myanmar since last year in 


response to a brutal coun¬ 
terinsurgency campaign 
by the military, which has 
been accused of massive 
human rights violations 
Rights activists and U.N. in¬ 
vestigators have charged 
that the military in Buddhist- 
dominated Myanmar was 
carrying out a policy of 
ethnic cleansing, or even 
genocide. "As part of our 
ongoing investigations into 
this type of behavior in 


Myanmar, we discovered 
that these seemingly inde¬ 
pendent news, entertain¬ 
ment, beauty and lifestyle 
Pages were linked to the 
Myanmar military, and to 
the Pages we removed for 
coordinated inauthentic 
behavior in Myanmar in 
August," said Facebook's 
statement. "This kind of be¬ 
havior is not allowed on 
Facebook under our mis¬ 
representation policy be¬ 


cause we don't want peo¬ 
ple or organizations creat¬ 
ing networksof accountsto 
mislead others about who 
they are, or what they're 
doing."

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Slock indexes meander up and down aflerdaysof huge losses

NEW YORK (AP) — U S. 

stocks are mixed Friday 
and indexes overseas are 
slightly lower as a steep 
plunge in global stock mar¬ 
kets comes to at least a 
temporary halt. 

Investors bought utilities, 
household goods makers 
and other stocks they see 
as relatively safe, and Nike 
surged after a strong quar¬ 
terly report. A key Federal 
Reserve leader reassured 
investors by saying the 
central bank is monitoring 
the economy and mar¬ 
kets, and could change its 
course on interest rates if it 
hasto. 

Markets have suffered 
wide losses over the last 
week. The major U.S. in¬ 
dexes have fallen more 
than 10 percent this month, 
and without a substantial 
gain over the final days of 
trading, they are headed 
for their single worst month 
since February 2009. "That's 
before the current bull mar¬ 
ket began. 

Investors around the world 
have grown increasingly 
pessimistic about the glob¬ 
al economy's prospects 
overthe next few years. It's 
widely expected to slow 
down, but traders are con¬ 
cerned the cooling might 
be worse than they previ¬ 
ously believed and that the 
U.S. could eventually tip 
into a recession. 

J ohn Williams, the president 
of the New York branch of 
the Federal Reserve, said 
in an interview with CNBC 
that the Fed is aware the 
U.S. economy might weak¬ 
en more significantly next 
year. 

fhe Fed raised interest 
rates earlier this week and 
signaled that it expects to 
raise them two more times 
next year. Investors aren't 
sure how much that will 
impair the economy, and 
the stock market tumbled 
asthey worried the Fed just 
wasn't concerned about 
that possibility. 

'What I think the Fed is try¬ 
ing to do is soften the rhet¬ 
oric a little bit by saying 
'we're going to be monitor¬ 
ing the economy and we 
acknowledge that things 
have eased a bit,"' said 


Sam Stovall, chief invest¬ 
ment strategistforCFRA. 
"The Fed is projecting that 
the U.S. economy will grow 
3 percent this year, the fast¬ 
est since 2005, and about 
2.3 percent next year, and 
forecasts two years of fur¬ 
ther increases after that. 
Butasintenest ratesrise and 
regions the U.S. does a lot 
of business with, like Europe 
and China, also slow down, 
those estimates might be 
harclerto reach. 

Trade tensions between 
the U.S. and China, the 
largest and next-largest 
economies in the world, 
are not the only reason for 
the expected slowdown 
in economic growth and 
corporate profits, but they 
are adding even more un¬ 
certainty to a picture that 
already lookscloudy. 

"The S&P 500 index jumped 
asmuch asl.5 percent fol¬ 
lowing Williams' comments, 
but the gainsdidn'tlast.lhe 
index edged up 2 points, 
or 0.1 percent, to 2,469 at 
11:39 a.m. Eastern time. The 
S&P 500, which is widely 
used by funds that track 
the U.S. market, has fallen 
about 16 percent from its 
high in September. 


The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average rose 74 points, or 
0.3 percent, to 22,934. The 
Nasdaq slipped 41 points, 
or0.6 percent, to 6,486. The 
Russell 2000 index of small- 
er-company stocks lost 7 
points, or 0.5 percent, to 
1,318. 

Athletic gear maker Nike 
jumped 7.7 percent to 
$72.74 after a better-than- 
expected third-quarter 
report. That helped shoe 
retailer Foot Locker, which 
gained 4.2 percent to 
$49.91. 

Household goods compa¬ 
nies climbed. Pepsi rose 
2.1 percent to $112.57 and 
Procter & Gamble added 
1.4 percent to $92.22. Also 
rising were utilities and 
health care companies 
Utility company Dominion 
Energy jumped 1.7 percent 
to $76.10 and drug maker 
AbbVie surged 2.7 percent 
to 87.66. 

As of Friday morning, utili¬ 
ties and health care com¬ 
panies were the only two 
sectors in the S&P 500 that 
are higher than they were 
on J an. 1. The S&P 500 itself 
isdown about 8 percent in 
2018. After accounting for 
dividends, it'son track for its 


first annual loss since 2008, 
the year the global finan¬ 
cial c risis ro iled ma rkets. 
Defense contractors fell af¬ 
ter President Donald Trump 
said he's withdrawing U.S. 
soldiers from Syria in an un¬ 
expected move. Media 
reports say the administra¬ 
tion might also pull large 
numbers of soldiers out 
of Afghanistan. Northrop 
Grumman fell 2.2 percent 
to $238.34 and Lockheed 
Martin fell 2.2 percent to 
$259.43. 

The market's big losses this 
month are an outlier be¬ 
cause December is gen¬ 
erally the strongest time 
of the year for U.S. stocks. 
Traders often talk about a 
'Santa rally" that adds to 
the yearisgainsaspositions 
are closed out and people 
adjust their portfolios in an¬ 
ticipation of the year to 
come. Barring huge gains, 
this will be the worst De- 
cemberforthe U.S. market 
since the 1930s. 

Germany's DAX slipped 
0.2 percent while France's 
CAC 40fell 0.5 percent. The 
FTSE 100 in Britain dipped 
0.5 percent.The Hang Seng 
index in Hong Kong rose 0.5 
percentwhile South Korea's

Kospi inched up 0.1 per¬ 
cent. The Japanese Nikkei 
declined 1.1 percent. 

All of those indexes have 
taken steep losses this year. 
The DAX, Hang Seng and 
Kospi have all plunged at 
least 20 percent since early 
January and the Nikkei is 
down 17 percent since ear¬ 
ly October. 

Oil prices have declined 40 
percent from recent highs 
amid concerns over a glut 
in the ma rket a nd the slow¬ 
ing economy. Benchmark 
U.S. crude dipped 0.2 per¬ 
cent to $45.81 a barrel in 
New York. The international 
standard, Brent crude, de¬ 
clined 1 percent to $53.80 
a barrel in London. 

Bond prices were little 
changed. The yield on 
the 10-year Treasury note 
stayed at 2.79 percent. 

The U.S. dollar also ticked 
higher after two days of 
sharp losses brought on 
by fears about the econ¬ 
omy and slower increases 
in interest rates The dol¬ 
lar edged down to 111.08 
yen from 111.11 yen. The 
euro fell back to $1.1416 
from $1.1469 and the British 
pound rose to $1.2672 from

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Alba the albino 
orangutan returned Id 
jungle in Indonesia 


BUKTTBAKA BUKTTRAYA, In¬ 
donesia (AP) — The world's 
only known albino orang¬ 
utan climbed trees, for¬ 
aged for food and began 
building a nest after be¬ 
ing released into a remote 
Borneo jungle more than 
a year after conservation 
officials found her starving 
and dehydrated in an In¬ 
donesian village. 

The Borneo Orangutan Sur¬ 
vival foundation says the 
great ape, called Alba af¬ 
ter thousands worldwide 
responded to an appeal 
fora name, has tripled in 
weight since being rescued 
in April last year. Hername 
means "white" in Latin and 
"dawn"in Spanish. 

Alba and another reha¬ 
bilitated orangutan, Kika, 
were released inside Bukit 
Baka Bukit Raya National 
Park on Wednesday after 
a more than 24-hour jour¬ 
ney from their rehabilitation 
center by vehicle, boat 
and hiking. 

The foundation original¬ 
ly planned to create a 
5-hectare (12-acre) 'forest 
island" for Alba rather than 
a release into truly natural 
habitat because of health 
issues related to her albi¬ 
nism including poor sight 
and hearing and the pos¬ 
sibility of skin cancer. 

But the government's Natu¬ 
ral Resources Conservation 
Agency and other agen- 


ciesdecided itwasappro- 
priate to release Alba into 
the wild because of her 
strong physical condition 
and intrinsically wild be¬ 
havior. 

She will be electronically 
tracked and regularly mon¬ 
itored by a medic a I team. 
"Alba has no inferiority 
complex as we imagined 
before. She is very confi¬ 
dent compared to other 
orangutans,"said veterinar¬ 
ian AgusFathoni. 

"Ithinkthe real threat actu¬ 
ally comes from humans 
What we're worried about 
is poaching where this very 
special condition makes 
her a target," he told "The 
Associated Press. 

Patrols of Alba's new home 
by national park and con¬ 
servation agency staff 
will aim to deter poach¬ 
ers, though they admit the 
number of personnel is lim¬ 
ited. 

The International Union for 
Conservation of Nature, 
which declared Borneo's 
orangutans critically en¬ 
dangered in 2016, saystheir 
numbers have dropped by 
nearly two-thirds since the 
early 1970s as plantation 
agriculture destroyed and 
fragmented their forest 
habitat. 

The Sumatran orangutan 
is a separate species and 
has been critically endan¬ 
gered since 2008.Q

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Science Says: A big space crash likely made Ukanuslopsided

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ura¬ 
nus is a lopsided oddity, 
the only planet to spin on 
its side. Scientists now think 
they know how it got that 
way: Itwaspushed overby 
a rock at least twice as big 
as Earth. 

Detailed computer simu¬ 
lations show that an enor¬ 
mous rock crashed into the 
seventh planet from the 
sun, said Durham Univer¬ 
sity astronomy research¬ 
er Jacob Kegerreis, who 
presented his analysis at 
a large earth and space 
science conference this 
month. 

Uranus is unique in the solar 
system. The massive planet 
tilts a bout 90 degrees on its 
side, as do its five largest 
moons. Its magnetic field is 
also lopsided and doesn't 
go out the poles like ours 
does, said NASA chief sci¬ 
entist J im Green. It also is 
the only planetthat doesn't 
have its interior heat es¬ 
cape from the core. It has 
rings like Satum, albeit faint 
ones 

"It's very strange," said 
Carnegie Institution plan¬ 
etary scientist Scott Shep¬ 
pard, who wasn't part of 
the research. 


The computer simulations 
show that the collision and 
reshaping of Uranus — 
maybe enveloping some 
or all of the rock that hit it 
— happened in a matter 
of hours, Kegeneis said. He 
produced an animation 
showing the violent crash 
and its aftermath. 

It's a Iso possible thatthe big 
object that knocked over 
Uranus is still lurking in the 


solar system too far for us 
to see, said Green. It would 
explain some of the orbits 
of the planet and fit with a 
theory that a missing planet 
X is circling the sun well be¬ 
yond Pluto, he said. 

Green said it's possible 
that a lot of smaller space 
rocks — the size of Pluto — 
pushed Uranus over, but 
Kegerreis' research and 
Sheppard point to a single 


huge unknown suspect. 
Green said a single impact 
"isthe right thinking." 

The collision happened 
3 billion to 4 billion years 
ago, likely before the larger 
moons of Uranus formed. 
Instead there was a disk 
of stuff that would eventu¬ 
ally come togetherto form 
moons. And when that 
happened, Uranus' odd tilt 
acted like a gravity tidal 


force pushing those five 
large moons to the same 
tilt, Kegerreis said. 

It a Iso would have created 
an icy shell that kept Ura¬ 
nus' inner heat locked in, 
Kegeneis said. (Uranus' sur¬ 
face is minus 357 degrees, 
or minus 216 Celsius.) 

Ice is key with Uranus and its 
neighbor Neptune. A little 
more than a decade ago, 
NASA reclassified those two 
planets as "ice giants," no 
longer lumping them with 
the other large planets of 
the solarsystem, the gasgi- 
antsSatum and J upiter. 
Pluto, which is tiny, farther 
from the sun and not even 
officially a planet anymore, 
has been explored more 
than Uranus and Neptune. 
They only got brief flybys 
by Voyager 2, the space 
probe that entered inter¬ 
stellar space last month. 
Uranus and Neptune "are 
definitely the least under¬ 
stood planets," Sheppard 
said. 

But that may change. A ro¬ 
botic probe to one or both 
of those planets was high 
up on the last wish-list from 
top planetary scientistsand 
likely will be at or near the 
top of the next list. 

Uranus was named for the 
Greek god of the sky. Q

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Ruling that blocked grizzly bear 
hunt plans appealed by U.S

BlLUNGS, Mont (AP) — U.S. 

government attorneys filed 
notice Friday that they are 
appealing a court ruling 
that restored protections 
forgrizzly bears in the North¬ 
ern Rockies and blocked 
plans to hold the first public 
huntsforthe animals in de¬ 
cades. 

The legal move challenges 
a September ruling from 
U.S. District Judge Dana 
Christensen in Montana. 
He reversed a 2017 deci¬ 
sion that had lifted threat¬ 
ened species protections 
for more than 700 bears in 
and around Yellowstone 
National Park. 

The ruling came as Wyo¬ 
ming and Idaho were on 


the cusp of hosting their 
first public hunts for grizzly 
bears in the Lower 48 U.S. 
states since 1991. 

Wildlife advocates and 
the Crow Indian Tribe had 
asked Christensen to inter¬ 
vene. 

They persuaded the judge 
that the species remains 
in peril due to contin¬ 
ued threats from climate 
change and habitat loss. 
But federal biologists con¬ 
tend Yellowstone-area 
grizzlies have made a full 
recovery after a decades- 
long restoration effort. They 
want to turn over man¬ 
agement of the animals to 
state wildlife agencies that 
say hunting is one way to 
better address rising num¬ 
bers of bear attacks on 


livestock. 

The population has re¬ 
bounded from just 136 
animals when they were 
granted federal protec¬ 
tions in 1975. Grizzlies in re¬ 
cent years have moved 
into many areas where 
they were absent for de¬ 
cades. 

That's meant more dan¬ 
gerous run-ins with people 
such asa Wyoming hunting 
guide who waskilled earlier 
this month in an attack by 
a pair of grizzly bears. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife spokes¬ 
woman Jennifer Strickland 
referred questions about 
the case to the Depart¬ 
ment of J ustice, which did 
not immediately respond 
to an emailed request for 
comment.O

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

movie theater was dead, 
they said. After ticket sales 
slumped in 2017 , due 
largely to the worst summer 
season in more than a de¬ 
cade, punditsfarand wide 
predicted the hastening 
demise of moviegoing, an 
inevitable casualty to the 
rise of streaming. 
lhisyear,the moviesflipped 
the script. 

This weekend, as "Aqua- 
man," "Bumblebee" and 
"Mary Poppins Returns" ar¬ 
rive in theaters, ticket sales 
will reach a new record 
for the year, passing the 
previous 2016 high of $11.4 
billion. Driven in part by 
zeitgeist-gtabbing cultural 
events like "Black Panther," 
"Crazy Rich Asians" and 
even documentaries like 
'Won't You Be My Neigh¬ 
bor?" the box office is ex¬ 
pected to end up around 
$11.8 billion for the year. 
The overall domestic gross 
is up nearly 9 percent from 
la st yea r, tic ket sa les a re up 
about 6 percent. 

And it's not just in North 
America. Propelled by Chi¬ 
nese moviegoers, global 
ticket sales should, for the 
second time ever, exceed 
$40 billion. Saudi Arabia de¬ 
clared itself open for busi¬ 
ness to Hollywood, after 
more than 35 years without 
theaters. In the United King¬ 
dom, cinemas are head¬ 
ed to their best year since 
1971. 

'This year serves to con¬ 
firm that the movie theater 
business is strong and grow¬ 
ing in the long term, even 
though it can be cyclical 
in the short term," said J ohn 
Fithian, president of the Na¬ 
tional Organization of The¬ 
ater Owners, the trade or¬ 
ganization known asNATO. 
"Last summerof 2017, when 
there just weren't very 
many movies coming out 
that had any traction, we 
confronted the inevitable 
story about the impending 
death of the movie theater 
business And we said back 
then: It's all about short¬ 
term product supply." 

'We knew that once the 
movies came back, we 
would be fine,"said Fithian. 
Even in a year where "Star 


Wars" flopped, the hits 
have indeed returned, 
even if they've come from 
some predictable places. 
All of the year's top 10 mov¬ 
ies were either sequels, re- 
bootsorbased on a comic 
book. Even this year's Oscar 
front runner, "A Star Is Bom" 
($376.6 million worldwide 
and counting for Warner 
Bros.), is a remake. The top 
three films of the year — 
"Black Panther," "Avengers: 
Infinity War," "Incredibles 2" 

— all come from market- 
leaderDisney, which isalso 
in the process of gobbling 
up 20th Century Fox. 

But there were some less 
likely hits, too. Mid-bud- 
geted films like "Bohemian 
Rhapsody," "Halloween," 
"Creed II" and the year's 
best-selling original movie, 
"A Quiet Place," had a sig¬ 
nificant role in driving the re¬ 
cord box office. Forthe first 
time ever, four documen¬ 
taries- "RBG," "Free Solo," 
"Three Identical Strangers," 
"Won't You Be My Neigh¬ 
bor" — each cleared $10 
million. Surprise successes 

— a franchise-birthing 'Spi- 
der-M an" spinoff ("Venom"), 
a well-reviewed 'Transform¬ 
ers" movie ("Bumblebee") 

— outnumbered the disap¬ 
pointments ('Skyscraper," 
"Robin Hood"). 

Above all, the movies were 
often in the center of the 
cultural conversation, nev¬ 
er more so than with the 


history-making "Black Pan¬ 
ther," which became the 
third-highest grossing do¬ 
mestic release ever($700.1 
million) not accounting for 
inflation. 

Hollywood executives say 
the year has demonstrated 
that 2017 was an aberra¬ 
tion. 

'When the experts out the re 
were talking a bout the end 
of theatrical moviegoing, 

I just didn't buy that to be¬ 
gin with," said Jim Orr, dis¬ 
tribution chief for Universal 
Pictures, which had hits in 
'Jurassic World: Fallen King¬ 
dom," "The Grinch" and 
"Halloween." "It was just 
some scheduling moves 
that happened along with 
some movies that just un¬ 
derperformed. People 
want to go out. They want 
the social experience. They 
wa nt to be in theaters. And 
we proved that exponen¬ 
tially this year." 

The box-office rebound 
came in a year during 
which Netflix launched its 
most ambitious original 
movie slate, premiering 
some 70 new films. Though 
Netflix this fa II relented to a 
degree by playing three of 
its films ("Roma," "The Bal¬ 
lad of Buster Scruggs" and 
"Bird Box") exclusively in the¬ 
aters before premiering on 
its streaming service, Net¬ 
flix and exhibitors remain 
at odds over the benefits 
of the traditional theatrical 


window. 

Yetthere isa growing sense 
that Netflix may not be pub¬ 
lic enemy No. 1 for movie 
theaters, after all. In 2018, 
Netflix has gained millions 
of subscribers, just as mov¬ 
ie theaters have surged. 
Co-existence is possible. 
Last month, a NATO survey 
found that 33 percent of 
moviegoers who see nine 
or more movies a year a Iso 
spend 15 hours per week 
on streaming platforms 
We have maintained for 
years that streaming in the 
home is not taking away 
from the moviegoing ex¬ 
perience," said Fithian. "If 
anything, streaming in the 
home is damaging other 
forms of home entertain¬ 
ment. Cable television, for 
example. DVD sales, forex- 
ample." 

Streaming will only be more 
omnipresent in 2019, when 
Disney and Warner Bros, 
are set to debut their own 
Netflix-like services. But 
both studios remain reso¬ 
lutely devoted to exhibi¬ 
tion and in releasing some 
of their biggest releases in 
traditional slow periods on 
the calendar. The year's 
biggest movie, "Black Pan¬ 
ther," opened in February. 
Three of Warner Bros.' top 
performers — 'The Meg," 
"Crazy Rich Asians" and 
'The Nun"— benefited from 
the typically quiet dog- 
days of summer. 


'There were some really 
good movies that were 
spread out through the 
year," said Jeff Goldstein, 
Warner Bros distribution 
chief. 

'That's the real takeaway: 
Make good movies, peo¬ 
ple will come." 

But disruption is still at the 
door. Subscription services 
remade the moviegoing 
experience, led by the swift 
rise and fall of MoviePass, 
which took credit for the 
box-office revival before its 
inexpensive pricing struc¬ 
ture proved unsustainable. 
MoviePass ran out of cash, 
repeatedly revamped its 
business model and de¬ 
scended into chaos, law¬ 
suits and even a fraud in¬ 
vestigation. 

The boxoffice still chugged 
along (Fithian calls Movie- 
Pass' impact "overblown") 
and other subscription ser¬ 
vices (notably one byAMC 
, the world's largest chain) 
entered the fray. 

Other threats to the movie 
theater loom. When Dis¬ 
ney's acquisition of Fox is 
made official, there will 
be one less major studio in 
Hollywood. Further consoli¬ 
dation is expected, some¬ 
thing Fithian grants "poses 
a challenge" for exhibitors 
that depend on a steady 
supply of movies But he 
pointed to others that have 
picked up the slack: SIX, 
Annapurna, A24, Bleecker 
St., Amazon and Apple, 
which la st mo nth partnered 
with A24fora slate of films. 
Whether 2019 will continue 
the box-office trend or see 
a repeat of last year will 
come down, as it always 
does, to the movies. Ana¬ 
lysts are bullish, predicting 
another record-setting year 
thanks to a Disney-heavy 
lineup including sure-fire 
blockbusters "Avengers: 
Endgame," "Captain Mar¬ 
vel," "Frozen 2" and "Star 
Wars: Episode IX." 

'On paper, that year is go¬ 
ing to make this year look 
like small potatoes," says 
Paul Dergarabedian, senior 
media analyst for Corn- 
score. 

Of course, similar predic¬ 
tions were made for 2017, 
too. That's the problem with 
movie scripts.

(AP) — Karen Carpenter 
hasnow been gone longer 
than she was a live. 

Yet herbest work may have 
just been released, at least 
according to her brother, 
arranger and performing 
partner, Richard, who has 
made it his mission to keep 
her singing voice resonant 
and relevant since her 
death 35 yearsago. 

In the new collection, 'Car¬ 
penters with the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra," 
Richard Carpenter gave 
new string arrangements 
to many of the duo's clas¬ 
sic recordingsfrom the late 
1960s through the early 
1980s, including 'Close to 
You" and "Superstar," and 
pushed his sister's unmis¬ 
takable voice even more 
to the fore than it already 
was 

"I think it's the best album 
we've ever made," Car¬ 
penter, 72, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press in an interview 
at his Southern California 
home this week. 

Longtime fa nsa re enthused 
by the collection, which in- 
cludesthe holiday touch of 


"Merry Christmas Darling," 
the December staple that 
Carpentersayswas"one of 
our best records" regardless 
of season. 

The album debuted at No. 
52 on the Billboard charts 
in the U.S. after its Dec. 7 
release by A&M/UMe and 
shot straight to the Top 10 
in the United Kingdom and 
Japan, both Carpenters' 
strongholds from the start. 
A vinyl release will follow in 
February. 

Carpenter wasn't immedi¬ 
ately gung-ho when Univer¬ 
sal Music asked if he want¬ 
ed to create an album for 
the "Royal Philharmonic" 
series, whose previous edi¬ 
tions have included Elvis 
Presley and Aretha Franklin. 
But as he considered it, he 
realized he could make 
small changes to the duo's 
already largely orches¬ 
tral recordings that would 
make a big difference. 

"It gave me a chance to 
change a couple of ar¬ 
rangements a certain way 
that I pretty much wanted 
to do for many a year," 
he said. 'They're just either 
augmentations to already 
existing parts — just more 


players playing the parts — 
or different little things that 
I heard to an existing ar¬ 
rangement." 

Carpenter conducted the 
80-piece London-based 
symphony himself at Abbey 
Road Studios, and he over¬ 
saw the mixing, giving him 
anotherchance to play his 
natural background role 
in support of the unforget¬ 
table alto voice of his sister, 
who died of complications 
from anorexia in 1983 at 


age 32. 

"I feel Karen and I were bom 
with talents to complement 
the other," Carpenter said. 
In some cases— like an an¬ 
gelic new piccolo trumpet 
solo on 'Goodbye To Love" 
— his changes leap out 
to the listener. But most of 
them might even go unno¬ 
ticed, and thatwasa delib¬ 
erate choice. 

'The last thing I wanted to 
do wasoverdo it,"Carpen- 
tersaid. 


He also got to fix old quirks, 
the result of having to rush 
outalbumsatthe height of 
the group's popularity. 
"Some things were done in 
a bigger hurry than I would 
have preferred. There 
are certain little oddball 
things that made their way 
through. It's small, but if you 
have the ear to hear it, you 
hear it. Uke the air-condi¬ 
tioning rumble in the open¬ 
ing linesof'Yesterday Once 
More,"'Carpenter said. "All 
that's gone now." 

He also took away some 
of the noise and reverb 
around his sister's voice, 
and made her louder and 
clearer. 

"I pushed herup even more 
in the mix than in the origi¬ 
nal," he said. "And it was 
already pretty up there in 
the original. She sounds, 
of course, better than she 
everdid." 

The overall result is much 
more than a mere collec¬ 
tion of singles, it's a legiti¬ 
mate studio album, with 
newly composed overture, 
interludes and introduc¬ 
tions, a carefully chosen 
sequence and songs that 
flow together.Q 


Museum acquires statue, complete with glitter, nail polish

RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — An 

impressive marble sculp¬ 
ture of the first king of Israel, 
which disappeared from 
public view for 150 years, 
has been acquired by a 
North Carolina art museum 
from a boarding school in 
Eng la nd. 

But before the sculpture 
titled "Saul Under the In¬ 
fluence of Evil" is installed 
in the permanent collec¬ 
tion of the North Carolina 
Museum of Art, conserva¬ 
tors must remove the glit¬ 
ter stuck in the crevices of 
the statue's clothing and 
remnants of what might be 
blackfingemail polish. 

It seems the students of 
Rendcomb College, a pri¬ 
vate boarding school, liked 
to dress up Saul as various 
characters during the holi¬ 
days, including G and a If 
from "Lord of the Rings" and 
Santa Claus, said J ohn Cof¬ 


fey, the museum's curator 
of American and modem 
art. 

"It became a mascot for 
the school," Coffey said. 
'Generations of students 
had fond memories of it." 
The public can watch the 
conservators as they clean 
the statue in the museum's 
East Building. Conservators 
will be working on '5aul" 
most weekday mornings 
through the spring of 2019. 
American sculptor William 
Wetmore Story carved 
'5auI" in 1865 in Rome, and 
it was shown that same 
year in Dublin after Pope 
Pius IX paid for it to be ex¬ 
hibited there, Coffey said. 
When art historians began 
reviewing Story's career 
some 100 years later, they 
could n't find "Saul," he said. 
Turns out, Sir Francis Gold- 
smid — the first J ew to be¬ 
come an English barrister 
— had bought the statue 
and taken it to his country 


house in Gloucestershire. 
The house later became 
Rendcomb College, which 
sold the statue to the mu¬ 
seum earlier this yea rfor an 
undisclosed amount. 

Since he became a curator 
at the a rt museum 30 yea rs 
ago, Coffey had searched 
for a major monument 
marble to fill in a gap in 
the museum's American 
collection. He didn't want 
the statues of attractive 
women that were typically 
available so when a New 
Yorkdealercontacted him 
seven years ago about 
"Saul," he was immediately 
intrigued. 

But that deal fell through 
when the school backed 
out, Coffey said. He then 
heard back in 2017 from the 
dealer, who said the school 
was a gain interested selling 
the statue. The school sold 
the statue to the museum 
earlierthisyear. 

"Something like this may 


never come up on the 
ma rket a ga in," C offey sa id. 
"I never thought I'd have a 
second chance at it." 

He describes "Saul" as "one 
of the most memorable 
sculptures made by an 
American in the 19th cen- 
tury."The Bible tellsthe story 
that Saul disobeyed God 
and was then afflicted with 
an evil spirit. 

Only David could sooth 
Saul, with his singing and 
harp-playing. 

Story said his sculpture de¬ 
picted the king at the mo¬ 
ment when the evil spirit 
enters him with one hand 
clutching his beard and his 
other hand reaching for his 
dagger. 

'You're put in the position 
of being David when you 
c o nfro nt th is sta tue," C offey 
said. "He'sjust glowering at 
you from this pedestal."
